One person out of every eight dies of 
cancer. During the late war, 40,800 Canad: 
jans were killed by the enemy. In the same 
period 83,200 Canadians were killed by can 
cer, 

It is this appalling death rate from the 
disease that impels the Canadian Cancer 
Society to proclaim this Cancer Week, so 
that the attention of Canadians might be 
called to the circumstances of cancer and so 
that their financial assistance might be 
elicited to fight it 

The purpose of the campaign appears to 
be twofold; first, to gain a larger membership 
for the Society so that the facts about

Gone for Good 


Blowing up the fortifications on and un- 
der Heligoland may be more a symbolic 
event than a strategic precaution. Should 
another war occur in which the fortress 
would be a menace to the democratic powers, 
an atomic bomb could probably do the des- 
truction job more completely, But as the home 
of a small colony of fisherfolk the island 
will be an impr ve symbol of the pass to 
which military aggression has brought Ger- 
many 

Back in 1890 Gladstone “swapped”’ Heli- 
goland with Germany for Zanzibar. He was 
retrospectively condemned for the transac- 
tion during World War I, when the heavily 
fortified island shielded the German coast 
against Allied naval attack. After that war 
the military works were demolished. Hitler 
rebuilt them. But that seems to have been 
mainly a waste of time and money, for the 
fortress did not figure largely in the oper- 
ations of World War IU. 

This time, according to reports, a more 
thorough job was made of the demolition. 
Tunnels and caves in the underlying rock 
were crammed with German mines and other 
left-over explosives, and the island reduced 
to a “sand-bank’’, without future military 
significance.
